LORD CROMER ON HIS POWER. 

One of the passages in Lord Cromer’s Report 
which should arouse the greatest interest, local- 
ly, is that where, in dealing with the Legiala- 
tive Council and General Assembly, he ends 
the chapter with a digression op his own sys- 
tem of governing Egypt. Lord Cromer’s position 
is unique. for he is incontastably the most 


| powerfal British subject in the Empire as he is 


practically, though not theoretically, entirely 
untrammelled in the exercise of his authority. 
He is subject to no intermeddliog from the 
Foreign Office. No group, in fact not even a 


jsingle Member in the Honse ot Commons, 
appears to take any special interest in Egypt, 


althoogh it would be a good advertisement for 
some youthful Radical to gain notoriety by 
championing Egyptian Nationalist aims. In 
Egypt itself there has not been a single Orient- 
al official, since Nubar, who could ofter any 
practical opposition to his policy, while as for 
the Anglo-Egyptian official class silence as far 
as criticism is concerned ‘is an obvious condi- 
tion of their existence for of» mervicba:, tot 38 
oxi dlagoucw . and- such. incidents as the 
recent dispute between the late Viceroy of 
India and Lord Kitchener are inconceivable 
here. Among the Earopean population . public 
opinion cannot be said to exist even in its 
most attenuated form. The inhabitants are so 


hopelessly divided in race, religion, language, | 


and sentiment that there are none of the 
essentials yet for the collective exercise of 
coherent criticism. Ae to the Press, the Moslem. 
portion is a “qaantité negligeable”’ as ite 
judgments on the policy of the Occupation are. 
always warped by fanaticism. The French 
newspapers have ceased to be in opposition 
since, fhe Eatente and the daily diatribes of the 
“Journal Egyptien” are things of the past. As 
to the Englieh section of the local newspaper 
world, there is no Eoglish journalist so atterly 
distraught as to wantonly incar the suspi- 
cion of “‘lese-majesté” by indalging in the 
ridiculous and dangerous pastime of out- 
‘spoken criticism. Thas tha existing régime 
in Egypt is subject to none of the rdinary. 
limitations of governmeat, and Ladldaee 
is in the happy position of being able to 
exerciae the attributes of a “Saperman” with 
powers beyond the scope of any other British 
subject in the wurld. It is tharefore very 
interesting to observe what he himself thinks 
of his position, and in the present Report he 
discusses the subject with remarkable freedom 
in the following passage :— 

“I wish, more for the benefit of my English 
than for that of my Egyptian readers, to make 
one observation on the general character of 
the system under which Egypt is now governed. 
I often hear that system described as a ‘bene- 
volent despotism.’ If that description means 
that Egypt is not endowed with representative 
institutions based on the model of those which 
exist in some European couatries, it is correct. 
Bat if the word ‘despotism’ is intended to 
imply an absence of control over the alleged 
despot, it is very far y 
Although the precise attributes of the repre- 
sentative of the British Government in this 


country are incapable of defiuition, and} i 


although I am very clearly of opinion that 
nothing bat harm could result from any 
attempt to define them, I do not for a moment 
deny that they are considerable. Bat it would 
be altogether erroneous to suppose that these 
Powers are not subject to control. In the | 
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from being acourate. | j 


In the second place, behind the Secretary of 
State lies the control, which can at all times 
be exercised, of the British Parliament and of 
British public opinion. In the third place, the 
absolute freedom allowed to the local press in 
Egypt constitates in iteelfa guarantee ot no 
small value that no real abuse of power would 
be allowed to pass unnoticed. If, of late years, 
the control of the Secretary ot State has not 
been very actively exercised, and if Egyptian 
affairs have received but little attention in 
Parliament, the reason, I ventare to think, is 
that no serious occasion has arisen for the 
exercise of the powers which, although they 
may for a time be allowed to remain dormant, 
unquestionably exist.” 

It will be noticed that while his Lordship 
is at pains to show that he is theoretically 
sabject to control from home, he proves that 
his powers are qnite unhampered inasmoch 
as all soch control is “dormant.” If it is 
so, itis for all practical purpose non-exis- 
tent, and the application therefore of the 
term “kenevolent despotism” is jastified. Or 
course Lord Cromer is well aware that he 
has no need to justify himself, for whether 
we characterise the present system as “bane. 
volent despotism,” “enlightened absolutism,” 
or use any sach-like phrase to denote it, 

vax be 0 doubt but that it‘ is the 
very best system of government that for 
the moment suits the country’s needs, “for 
there neither is nor ever will be a better 
or speedier way of establishing a polity than 
by a despotism.” To take a single instance 
of the exercise of despotic power by Lord 
Cromer for the public welfare, we might 
specify the action of the British Agency a 
few years ago in the case ‘of the Osmanieh 
Printing Press. It was eminently a case of 
the exercise of despotic power, “but at the 
same time it was an absolutely jastifiab'e 
policy. Why, then, did Lord Cromer indalge 
in- such a digression when he knows that 
he needs no justification for the extraordi- 
nary aathority he exercises? The reason is 
patent. The digression was only introduced 
in order to bringin a far more weighty ox- 
pression of his personal opinions, which could 
not have been conveniently interpolated wi'h- 
oat such a preface asa usefal introdoction. 
After the words quoted above Lord Cromer 
proceeds to indulge in the following reflec: 
tions, which are indeed of more signifi- 
cance than any other passage in the Report 
a3 they embody his forecast of what is not 
unlikely to bein store for Egypt :— 

“The possible danger in the fatare for Egypt 
lies, as it would appear to me, not so mach 
in any serious risk of-abose ot power by 
any individaal: on the ‘spot, as in the oc- 
carrence of some incident which may lead to 
the active exercise of the dormant powers 
vested in authorities at a distance. British 
public opinion is not always very well in- 
formed on the affairs aud precise conditions 
of foreign countries. It is conceivable that 
at some fature time well-intentioned efforts 
to foster somewhat*too rapidly the growth 
of self-governing institutions might resalt in 
the re-establishment, in another form, ‘of 
personal power of the kind which, at no 
very remote date, did so mach harm to the 
country, and which has left’ behind it habits 
and traditions as yet far from being extinct. 
This contingency, however paradoxical it ma

The Assouan Dam. 

Lord Cromer, in a chapter on the Aesouan 
dam, remarks :—I wieh to warn the public 
against the romours, which are occasionally 
promulgated, that the dam is wanting in 
stability. These romonrs are absolutely devoid 
of the smallest fyandation. I should add that 
the numter of persons who are in any degree 
qualified to express an opinion of any value 
on this question is extremely limited. To 
the best of my belief, amongst those persons, 
no single individaal can be found who dees 
not entertain entire confidence in the stability 
of the dam. 


Saba Pacha Seconds Resolution. 

At the Postal Congress held in Rome last 
week Saba Pacha, Postmaster-General of 
Egypt, seconded a resolution in favour of 
universal penny postage, moved by the New 
Zealand Postmaster-General. Thé Postal Con- 
gress Committee has adopted, by a majority of 
one, the German proposal to raise the weight 
of letters from 15 to 20 grammes. Great Britain 
opposed the change, which would involve 
calcalations in the metric system. Mr. Walkley 
expressed willingness that the weight, should 
be increased to 30 grammes, as that would 
correspond with one ounce. 


Windsor Hotel. 

Mr. A. van Millingen, manager of the 
Windsor Hotel, has engaged the services of 
the De Salvo orchestra, which has been play- 
ing at various Cairo hotels during the season, 
to give a series of concerts on the verandah of 
the Windsor every evening from 6 to 12 
p-m. Now that the warm weather jis coming 
on, the Windsor verandah should be again 
largely patronised as a first-class resort for 
those in search of cool breezes. Tea is now 
served on the verandah, and shortly al fresco 
dinners, which are such a feature ot the hotel 
during the summer, will be likewise served. 


A Sudanese Pet. 


The 2nd Battalion of the Darham Light 
Infantry have jast had an interesting celebra- 
tion—that of the twenty-first birthday of 
“Jimmy Daorham,” a Sudanese who plays a 
clarinet in the band.

TURKISH ACTIVITY. 


NEW FORTS NEAR SOLOUM. 


The activity of the Sultan is not confined to 
the Sinaitic and Syrian borderland, but on the 
western frontier of Egypt the Porte appears to 
be equally active and it is ramoured that the 
Ottoman Government has ordered the con- 
straction of two fo:ts near the frontier at 
Soloum. 

This rumonr is on the face of it by nomeans 
incredible, for extraordinary signs of Ottoman 
activity have lately been noticed, not only in 
Tripoli bat in Tunis and elsewhere in North 
Africa. “I have heard, from two sources,” says 
correspondent, of tho “Tribune,” “that unless 
Tarkey not only yields promptly to the reason- 
able British protests regarding the occupation 
of Tabah,but gives equally unquestionable evi- 
dence of her sincerity,in recalling from Tunis 
and elsewhere in North Africa known political 
agents -who are attempting to foment trouble 
for France, not so much France as Italy may 
be drawn into concerted action with Great 
Britain. The situation is a very delicate one, 
and it is quite certain that no one of the three 
Powers is in the least desirous at this moment 
of raising the Eastern question. But for France 
the situation not only in southern Tunis bat 
elsewhere in her North Atrican possessions is 
serious.” 

Thetwo Tarkish garrison towns of Ghadams 
and Ghat (which, it will be seen on the map, 
are thrust, geographically speaking, into the 
hinterland of Tunis) are at present the centres 
of alm st warlike action against the French 
communications ia southern Tunis and the 
Sahara Desert. But for her unpublished agree- 
ment with Italy, the matter would be simple 
enough. France has had quite sofficient pro- 
vocation from Turkish agents to justify her 
patting an end to this lawlessness by the quiet 
occapation of Ghadams and Ghat by Tunisian 
or Algerian troope. Bat these towns are ont- 
posts of the Tripolitaine, and if the under- 
standing with Italy is to be upheld it is Italy 
to whom the ré!e of policeman should be al!ot- 
ted. Italy, naturally, is extremely unwilling 
to have an expensive African expedition forced 
on her at the present time; yet if the French 
Empire in North Africa is to be menaced in 
the extraordinary way that it has been lately 
from the Turkish possessions of Tripoli, either 
Italy must consent to French intervention and 
the possible abrogation of her own distant 
claims or she must insist (and be prepared to 
put force behind her insistence) on Tarkey 

absolately abandoning the rdle of “agent pro- 
vocatgur” jn the Tripolitaine. 

Seeing how anxjonus are the Powers o. 
Western and Southern Europe to maint:in the 
status quo and to give T'arkey every chance of 
retaining the integrity of hér. possessions, it 
can be little short of madness at the present 
moment to force aconfl'ct on them. Perhape 
wiser counsels will prevail, 


THE KAISER’S. SHADOW. 


In no obscura terms the “Morning Post” 
suggests that Germany is behind the. Ports’s 
obstinate attitude upon the dispute with 
Egypt respecting the Sjoai peninsula. “No 
Tarkish Government in its senses will provoke 
a single-handed quarrel with a Great Power. 
Nor is it concsivable that Turkey could se- 
riously contemplate any violation of the diplo- 
matic agreements upon which rest its relations 
with Egypt. . . . What, then, is the meaning 
of the presence of Turkish troops on Egyptian 
territory ? It mnst be part of some policy... . 
and will be abandoned so soon ag the Soblime 
Porte perceives that the British Government 
knows its mind, or it is a symptom that at the 
Sublime Porte the idea prevails that Great 
Britain may be paralysed for the assertion 
of her own policy by some oppogition from 
ave or more of the Great Powers.” The writer 
thioks that this Power can only be Germany. 
“The moral is,” he says, “that any Powers 
which wish to be able to have a pol cy of their 
own in the Europe of the Twentieth Century 
must be strong enough to carry on that policy. 
Their torces mu-t be as ‘strong as*the forces 
of Germany. That is at this moment the 
condition on which independent States can 
exist in Earope. It is not an ideal condition, 
not in all respects a happy condition, bat it is 
there. This is the disagreeable trath which 
British statesmen of both parties are not going 
to shirk.”

RUDOLPH HOMB.

TURKISH TRANSPORT IN A HORRY.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Common last Tuesday, 
Mr. Ashley asked the Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs whether the territory claimed by the 
Torkish Government in the Sinai Peninsula 
was confined solely to Tabah and neighbonr- 
hood or extended to the whole of the Penin. 
sala, inclading the important quarantine 
station of Tor. 

Sir E. Grey.—The demands pat forward by 
the Government have extended far beyond 
Tabah and its neighbourhood, and have ren- 
dered it necessary that there should be a 
joint delimitation of the whole frontier on 
that side, and that, pending a general settle- 
ment, the Tarkish forces should retire from 
Tabah. This is what his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have asked from the beginning, but 
what the Porte has hitherto declined. The 
Porte is now being again urged to agree to it. 
I cannot say anything farther as to the course 
of the negotiations at this moment. 

Mr. Ashley farther asked the Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs whether Turkish troops have 
removed boundary pillars placed to mark the 
trontier between Taorkish and Egyptian terri- 
tory in the neighbourhood of El Arish ; and, 
if so, what steps are being taken to maintain 
the rights of the Egyptian Government in 
this. district. 

Sir E. Grey.—After this statement appear- 
ed in the Press his Majesty's ship Minerva 
was ordered to proceed to El Arish to ascertain 
what had happened and to bring back a report, 
bat it has not yet been received. Sir Nicho- 
las O’Conor has been informed by the Grand 
Vizier that a Commission will be despatched 
to make inquiries, and if the pillar has been 
disturbed to repair and replace it. 


In view of the enormous increase in shipping 
at Alexandria in 1904, it is highly satisfac- 
tory to note that the total for that year was 
exceeded in 1905 to the-extent of 610 vessels 
and 383,290 tons. The principal contributor 
to this increase was the United Kingdom 
with 181,440 tons, thonogh she was closely 
followed by Germany with 140,935 tons. 
French shipping, which decreased by 41,247 
tons in 1904, recovered in 1905 with a gain 
ot 61,088 tons. On the other side of the 
account Russian shipping declined to the ex- 
tent of 52,804 tons, this being mainly due to 
the strikes at Odessa. The United Kindom 
still beads the list with a percentage of 42, 
while Austria-Hungary and Italy have each 
dropped a point to 9 per cent. The most 
notable feature, however, is the marked pro- 
gress made by Germany. Her tonnage in 1905 
was more than double that of 1904, and her 
share of the total rose from 4 to 7 per cent. 
This increase was due in great part to the 
new service of German ‘passenger steamers 
between Marseilles and Alexandria. 


FREE STATB LANDS. 

The Government have issued a notification 
that it has decided to suspend the sale of all 
Government lands, other than building land, 
in the following mondiriehs: Sharkieh, Ghi- 
z3h, Fayoom, Beni Souef, Minieh, Assiont, 
Girgeh, Keneh, and Assouan. 

There still ramains in force the decision to 
postpone all sales of large areas of uncultivat- 
ed land in all the mondiriehs of Egypt. 

This decision leaves only small areas to 
be sold in Behera, Gharbieh, Dakahlieh, and 
Menonfieh, which may still b3 acquired gene- 
rally by adjoining native proprietors. Sach 
small areas, rarely amounting to 100 feddans 
in @ single plot, are sold under sealed tender, 
and are hardly worth the attention of ont- 
siders. They, however, fetch good prices 
for the Government as they often enable an 
adjoining proprietor to square up his bound- 
aries, or acquire a piece of land sarrounded by 
the best of his property. 


The following is the fulltext of the statement 
made by Lord Fitzmaurice, Under-Secretary tor 
Foreign Affairs, in the House of Lords on 
May 1, in reply to Lord Monkswell, who inqair- 
ed if Torkish troops had remived the bonn- 
dary pillars between Egyptian and Torkish 
territory near El Arish,and if he could make any 
statement in regard to the boundary Gispute 
between the Ezyptian and Tarkish Govern- 
ments, near Akabah, and the increase of the 
garrison in Egypt. 

This statement was the wubject of our 
representative's interview yesterday with H. E. 
Ghazi Mokhtar Pacha, the Imperial Ottoman 
High Commissioner. Lord Fitamanrice said : — 

The strength of the Egyptian garrison was 
redaced in 1894. Lord Cromer was of opinion 
that, in view of the unrest existing in Egypt, 
which was, in eome measore, due to the Porte | 
in connection with the frontier, it is desirable 
to reinforse the garrison. What has been arrang- 
ed is this; One battalion goes there from 
Malta, three companies go from Crete, one 
cavalry regiment and one H.A. battery go from 
home, and a-battalion at Malta is also ready 
to go if wanted. 

After making a atatement with regard to the 
removal of boundary marks at El Arish in 
similar terms to those used by Sir Edward 
Grey, reported above, Lord Fitzmaurice con- 
tinved ; 

Tabah, which is five miles by sea and about 
nine miles by land from Akabah, following the 
soast line, and one or two other posts in the 
Sioai Peninsula, have also been recently ocon- 
pied by Turkish troops. lt is considered that 
these posts are within the territory which is 
within the limits of Egyptian administration. 
The Tarkish title to Akabah itself has never 
been in dispute. The Sinai Peninsula has re- 
mained in the effectual and undisputed posses- 
sion of ths Khedive, though not forming a 
portion of Egypt proper,from a date many years 
previous to the accession of Ismail Pacha. The 
demands put forward by the Turkish Govern- 
ment have, however, extended far beyond 
Tabah and its neighbourhood, and have ren- 
dered it necessary that there should bea joint 
delimitation of the whole frontier on that side, 
and that pending a general settlement the 
Tarkish forces should retire from Tabah. This 
is what his Mujesty’s Government have asked 
from the beginning, but what the Porte has 
hitherto declined. The Porte is now being 
urged again to agree to it. As the negotiations 
are continuing, it would not be desirable at 
present to go beyond the statement I have just 
made. I may, however, jast add this farther 
explanation, that the spots which I mentioned— 
El Rafeh and El Arish—are part of Egypt 
proper ; while the Sinai Peninsula, though not 
in Egypt proper, is to remain under undisputed 
Egyptian administration.

THE PLAGUE. 


Sir Horace Pinching’s plague report states 
that during the week ending May 6, 54 cases 
of plague were reported throughout Egypt ; 
of these, 29 occurred at Deshna, 17 in ‘the 
Samalont destrict, 6 in Girgeh district, one at 
Keneh, one at Beba, one at Tantab, and one at 
Rod el Farag. The Rod el Farag case, which re- 
sulted in death, took place on April 29, on board 
& boat which was said to have come from Deshna. 
After an autopsy the death was recognised to 
be due to plague and the persons remaining 
on the boat were pot under observation and 
the boat thoroughly disinfected. Since that 
date a'l boats arriving at Kasr el-Nil have 
been subject to a medical visit with examina- 
tion of the crews. The Rod el Farag boatmen 
are: also medically examined daily. From 
January 1 to May 6, 269 casea of plague 
were reported, against 48 in the corresponding 
period of 1905. 


THE ITALIAN PACKBT. 

The delay in the arrival of the Florio- 
Rubattino Company’s 8.8. Perseo at Alexandria 
is dué to the strike of the crew. The strike is 
now over and tha steamer will arrive at Alex- 
andria from Naples on Friday next, having 
left the latter port this morning. We will in 
due course inform our readers of the date oa 
the departure of the 8.8. Perseo trom Alex- 
andria for Messina, Naples, Leghorn, and Genoa. 
Probably it will leave here on Sanday after- 
noon, bat this is uncertain. 


PROPOSED NEW CASINO FOR 
ALEXANDRIA. 

The scheme of Mr. George Ralli for. the 
erection of a Casino on the new quay at Alex- 
andria has been remitted by the Manicipal 
Delegation to the Public Works Committee 
and the Finance Committee, who will hold a 
joint meeting to-morrow, when the project will 
be considered. The would-be concessionnaires 
are asking for a site of the value of L.E. 
80,000 and undertake to pay a low rent for 
this land for thirty years. The Casino build- 
ings are estimated to cost from L.E. 40,000 to. 
L.E. 50,000, and the construction will be in 
marble, masonry, and iron. This is to revert to 
the city at the expiry of the concession. 

The scheme is expected to meet witha 
favourable reception by the Manicipality.

The annval report on Egypt and the Sudan 
has been received with the greatest satirfac- 
tion at home, and all the leading newspapers 
give extensive qnotations trom the volume, 
severs! devoting long leading articles, in which 
Lord:Cromer’s wise administration is unanim- 
ously belauded. . 

“The Times,” in a leader on the subject, says : 

The commercial and the economic portions 
ofthat document are, as usual, full of well- 
digested information and of ripe and jadicious 
observations, bat on this cccasion they are not 
the portions which will arouse the deepest and 
most general attention. That will be stirred 
by the proposals, almost startling in tbeir 
Originality and their boldness, in wh'ch the 
statesman and administrator to whom Egypt 
chiefly owes the marvellous progress of the 
last three-and-twenty years draws in outline a 
considered project for giving her what is 
practically a new legislative and new jndicial 
bystum. It io bvo coon to form a final jndg- 
ment on what would probably be the main 
results of his project in actual operation. But 
on &first view, it would appzar not only to 
justify the claim of its author that it is ‘“‘con- 
ceived in a liberal and tolerant spirit,” but 
to afford a reasonab!e promise of liberating 
Egypt,once for all, from the impediments which, 
more than any others, hamper and retard 
her moral and her material progress. 

A year ago,in the first report which was 
issued after our position in Egypt had sbeen 
regular'zed by the Anglo-French Agreement 
and by the declaration therein to which the 
chief Powers concerned have given their adhe- 
sion, Lord Cromer took occasion to declare that 
the general system known as the Capitola- 
tions is wholly incompatible with the present 
sitoation in that country. Subsequent . ex- 
perience has vot modified his opinion, although 
he gladly recognizes that, relatively speaking. 
the good will of the Powers in discussing 
the suggestions of the Egyptian Government 
on their merits was never so great as it is to- 
day. He then pointed ont that the only 
effectual remely for the abuses which are 
fostered by the Cspitulations’ was a transfer 
to thie country by the Powers of the legislative 
fanctions which they collectively possess. It 
is this transfer, with the changes in the admi- 
nistration of jastice which are a necessary 
corcllary of it, which he discusses more folly in 
the present report. The existing abuses, he once 
more argues, are hurtful to the respectable 
European residents in Egypt as well as to the 
Egyptians themselves, while they are de- 
monstrably injurious to the economic inter- 
ests in which so many non-re<ident Earopeans 
are deeply concerned. They benefit nobody 
bat the least reputable elements. of the 
foreign population, and the mischiefs to 
which they give rise inctease and multiply with 
the growing wealth of the country. This 
much is generally recognized. by the best 
opinion, European and native. But there 
is reason to believe that some; Eoropeans 
apprehend a change, because they suspect that 
it is intended to invite them to’felinquish their 
present privileges, without the creation of 
adeqnate safeguards against a recurrence of the 
evils which the Capitulations were granted to 
prevent, and did in fact prevent, in the past. 
Lord Cromer is at much pains to demonstrate 
that any fears of thfs kind ara absolately 
unfounded. The plan which he proposes, it it 
err in any other respects, certain!y does not err 
in omitting to provide all Europeans, to what- 
ever nationality they may belong, with the 
amplest guarantees against oppression and 
injustice of any kind. It is not, he is carefal to 
say, & plan elaborated in all its details. It is 
submitted for the consideration and for the 
criticism of the communities concerned, and 
all interests and all nationalities sffected by 
it are asked to express their views upon it. 
betes: The changes which he proposes seem 
admirably calculated to secure a better admi- 
nistration of the law, while they are positively 
hedged about with guarantees intended to 
safeguard the rights and the susceptibilities of 
the Europeans who would, of course, become 
subject to the new Courts.The project does not 
profess to be more thana sketch, but it i®a 
sketch which, by its statesmanlike breadth of 
view and its rigid impartiality, deserves to 
command ths attentive and sympathetic exa- 
mination of all the well-wishers of Egypt, to 
whatever nation they may belong.”

THB CAPITULATIONS.

Sir,— However much the European section 
of the population of this country may sympa- 
thise with Lord Cromer’s policy of abolishirg 
the Capitalations, surely the first condition, 
preliminary to any discussion of this most 
important reform, should be a guarantee from 
the British Government to the Treaty Powers 
as to the permanent character of the British 
Occupation of Egypt. Yet Lord Cromer in his 
penultimate Report declared that Egyptian 
autonomy “‘is the ultimate goal towards which 
reform should gradually be directed.” There is 
only one meaning in these words, and if Lord 
Cromer meant what he said in publishing this 
curious statement, then I can only say that it 
will be a fatal error to consent to abolish the 
important privileges conferred on Europeans in 
virtae of the Capitalations, for we Buropeans 
should only consent to their abrogation if 
Egyptian autonomy is not to be the goal. Of 
course it is easy to jaggle with the words and 
to say that the gaidance of Great Britain is a 
necessary implication, but that interpretation 
is inadmissible in face of the expression 
‘autonomy.” Unless this expression is with- 
drawn or satisfactorily explained away, and 
Great Britain at the same time makes a formal 
announcement to the world of the permanent 
character of her role in Egypt, no Buropean 
can entertain the proposals in Lord Cromer’s 
Report with any feelings of satisfaction, —

CAIRO WATER SUPPLY. 


To THe Eprror or tHe “Eayptran Gazerrs.” : 


. Sir,—Mr. Friend’s letter in your issue of ; 
5th inst., being an apology rather than a | 
defence, absolves me from the necessity of 
either -revealing my identity or prodacing my 
evidence that even before the building mania 
became general in Cairo; the water supply 
failed every summer so far as the second floor 
of a house was concerned. But the manager 
of the Water Company does not give the 
solution to my riddle. Why is it that as 
long as the great hotels are open water is 
plentifal and that it becomes scarce when 
they close 1 As the hotels are enormous con- 
sumers of water, I can only suppose that the 
Water Company endeavours to reduce its 
working expenses during the summer, at the 
expense of the public. 
_ Moreover, we are given no indication how 
long this deplorable state of affairs is going 
to continue, and Mr. Friend will not even give 
us & hope that it will not be long before matters 
are righted. The last agreement between the 
company and the Government, while it fixes 
the height to which water is to be pumped 
(viz., the top of the Savoy Hotel—bat why 
that building, heaven knows !), lays down no 
date for the commencement of the work of 
converting the water supply from the Nile to 
artesian wells, and no date for the finishing 
of the work. Consequently, the Water Com- 
pavy can finish in twenty years’ time, it they 
wish ! 
Bot both the Government and the Water 
Company may rest assured that in a city 
where the value of land is rising as it isin 
Cairo, and where it necessarily follows that 
buildings must increase in height, the public 
—Ejzyptian and European— will not long tole- 
rate the delay in completion of the work. 
Sooner or later the Water Company will have 
to show its hand. . 
In conclasion, allow me to thank you- for 
kindly printing my letter. Once again the 
Press has jastified ite existence. The day 
following the appearance of my letter in your 
journa', our water supply was largely increased. 
This is my best answer to Mr. Friend! —
